On the road to Steele’s Store, 
ju st about a mile beyond the lit­ 
tle Brazos Bridge on 
the 
Sme- 
tana-Kiverside road, one notices 
ju st a t a tu rn in the road, a lit­ 
tle plat of sorghum cane th at is 
striking in appearance. 
This plat 
which is less than half a city lot 
in size, is now growing its third 
crop of sorghum cane this season. 
th e cane is now ab ou t two feet 
taller than Mr. 
C. 
M. 
Degelia’s 
head, Mr. Degelia being the ow n­ 
er of the farm on which the plat 
is located. 
This plat is irrigated 
by the w ater from a small artesian 
well in the fro n t yard. 
This well 
is quite well known over the bot­ 
tom and quite 
often 
passers-by 
stop a t this well to g et the cool, 
fresh, pure drinking water. 
The 
unusual grow th of this cane, and 
it being the third successive crop 
in one season, attests not only to 
the value of irrigation, but also 
to the fact th at the artesian w ater 
is chemically good fo r the grow- 
ir g crops. 
Mr. 
Degelia’s 
farm 
does not go down to the Banks of 
the Brazos River, but his brother’s 
farm does and he says 
th at 
he 
things his brother will install a 
pumping plant next spring to irri­ 
gate a p art of his farm , and may 
devote his fields to truck farming.

he was not contem plating sinking 
any deep artesian well at this time 
as it would take too much money

In McLennan county, near Wa­ 
co, there is a tract of 300 acres 
being irrigated by w ater pumped 
from the Brazos River th at will 
make a bale to the acre, according 
to word received here. 
This in­ 
form ation cames through 
E. 
R. 
Eudaly, county agent 
for 
that 
county, who predicted the 300 
bale yield on as many acres. There 
is a part of the field that will 
make nearly two bales per 
acre, 
this plat having been under irriga­ 
tion for the past five weeks. Ten 
yards of one row of cotton showed 
a total count of 618 bolls. 
This 
is on the A. W. W arner farm 
At the same time it is estim at­ 
ed that if irrigation had not been 
employed, the yield would have 
ranged around one bale to SO ac 
res, the yield having thus been in 
creased 290 bales for the entire 
farm of 300 acres by the use of 
irrigating waters. The cost of the 
irrigating has been around $1500 
and the proceeds from 
the 
300 
bales of cotton should be around 
$40,000. 
Value of Rotation. 
To show the contrast between 
iriated and non-irrigated cotton, 
that which had received no water 
was small, stunted and had prac­ 
tically no bolls. 
That which had 
received only one week’s water, 
was so much 
better 
than

which had had none, 
that

was no comparison whatever.

units and ordinary help, milk­ 
ing 108 cows takes about two 
hours, and the product is bot­ 
tled and on the way to the 
market with prompt efficien­ 
cy. 
Silage forms a regular 
part of the ration at the 
Mears dairy. 
That explains 
why his production has held

throughout 
the 
longest 
drouth that has been exper­ 
ienced in Robertson county 
for many years. Without reg­ 
ular production, 
sales 
con­ 
tracts cannot be fulfilled, and 
without either green pasture
